Music of Grasshoppers. 


Xo music is as familiar as that pro- 


duced by the locust, grasshoppers and 
crickets, and. although they are not 
produced by the mouth, they answer 
as calls, and are undoubtedly a lan- 
guage to a certain extent; and, indeed, 
their calls have been reduced to writ- 
ten music. The music of grasshoppers 
Is produced In four different ways, ac- 
cording to Scudder. First, by rubbing 
the base of one wing upon the other, 
using for that purpose veins running 
through the middle portion of the 
wing; second, by a similar method, by 
using the veins of the .inner part of 
the wing: third, by rubbing the inner 
part of the wing; third by rubbing 
the inner surface of the hind legs 
against the outer surface of the wing 
covers; and, fourth, by rubbing to- 
gether the upper surface of the front 
edge of (he wings and the under sur- 
face of the hind legs.

The deeds of the Serbians and of 


Kara George, their leader, are so re- 
markable, according to a recent his- 
torian, that even legend can hardly 
exasperate them. A handful of rayahs 
arises suddenly, routs great Turkish 
nrmJes, besieges citadels, alternately 
defend." and defeats pnshns, and final- 
ly wins its independence by its own 
bravery. There is no case in which a 
single small power in the Balkans has 
done so much without more aid from 
ihe great powers. What Greece owed 
to Canning, Roumanla to Louis Napo- 
leon, and Bulgaria to Tsar Alexander, 
the tiny states of Serbia and Monte- 
n^crxi owed 1o themselves. The latter 
maintained, the former achieved, her 
liberty in the face of the whole Turk- 
ish empire.

front, but so far it has not develop- 
ed. The artillery activity, which has 
been very heavy along the western 
front for the past week or more, has 
died down in intensity on most of 
tne front. 


East of Ypres yesterday the Ger- 


mans gained 300 yards of front line 
trench in the region of Polderhoek 
Chateau. 
Elsewhere the 
Germans 


were repulsed. British positions in 
the Arras-Cambrai sector are being 
bombarded heavily, especially east 
of Bullecourt and 
north 
of 
the 


Scarpe river. 


Persistent efforts by the Austro- 


Germans to break through the Ital- 
ian defense immediately east of the 
Brenta river continue, but with lit- 
tle success and heavy casualties. An 
attack against the Col Beretta posi- 
tions was repulsed by the Italians. 
Hand-to-hand fighting developed in 
an Austro-German attack at the head 
of the Calcino valley. 
Italian sold- 
iers and French and Italian cannon 
checked the enemy during most of 
the day and at night fall the Italians 
gave up a short section of ground 
at the head of the valley.

Laws of Twelve Tables. 


The Twelve Tables was the name 


given to the earliest code of Roman 
law. 
According to the ancient ac- 


count, the code originated in this man- 
ner: In the year 462 B. C., a Roman 
tribune brought forward a proposal to 
appoint five men to draw up a set of, 
laws with the view of limiting the 
power of the consuls. The aristocracy, 
always furious, selfish and unwise In 
their struggles with the common people 
of Rome, violently resisted this reform 
and for eight years a fierce warfare 
was carried on between the two orders, 
which ended In a sort of partial victory 
for the plebeians. In 454 B. C. the 
senate assented to the plan of sending 
three commissioners to Greece to re- 
port on the laws in force among the 
different states there. After a lapse 
of two years they returned and It was 
then agreed that ten men should be 
selected to draw up a code. Accord- 
Ing to Livy and Dlodorus, the laws of 
the Twelve Tables were cut on bronze 
tablets, whence their name, and put 
up in a public place. Whether these 
tablets were destroyed by the Gaols 
•when they sacked and burned Borne is 
uncertain.
